The Eighty-Ton Gun 

(From tlie London Talpy'''iph . ) 

Just at ft tiino wheu the Germans 
have begiju a new Beries of artillery 
eiperiuieiits,iiud the Eussian Govern- 
ment has di.scovered moaus of making 
powerful guns in itH own woi kshopa, a 
risit to the gun factory of Woolwich 
ar.senal is not witliout intori^st. For a 
long time the battle of artillery versus 
armour plates has beau carried on in 
England with unceasing industry. 
Ships have boon fitted with 9-inch ar- 
mour, only to bo pierced by 18-ton 
guns; then with 10-iuch phites, only to 
lind a .^.l-tun weapon ready to oonqnor 
tham; liually with 12 and 2rl-iuch 
shields, again to be disappointed in 
the race for pre-eminence by the ap- 
pearance of guns weighing 35 tons and 
throwing TOUlb shots. In Lvussia, how- 
ever, naval architects appear to havo 
■truck out a bolder course; for in lay- 
ing down their great turret-ship, Peter 
the Great, nearly twelve montlis ago, 
they decided to make a great stride in 
the use of-arin jtir-plating, and desi^^'n- 
ed ft slnohl of twenty i'uolics in thick- 
ness. So tremeudou.s a 2)rotoctivo 
eo-venag aorprised, if, indeed, it did 
not alarm, our artillcriyts. -.JXwo yearn 
would elapse, ii in true, bafilre''"'Pcter 
the Great, wiiLi its impenotrablo tur- 
rets and sidc.s, would l;ikp the sea, but 
at the expiratiou of that jioriod Kusaia 
would be possessed of a vessel which 
could sweep the seas of everything 
afloat. In vain would it bo to place 
our trust in the Devastation or Fury— 
their armament would be thin when 
compared with such a coat of mail. 
Nor would the Inlloxible.jiist dodiLfuod, 
be in much better crbo, for she would 
have no gun wherewith to jpierce the 
■ides of her terrible rival . SVorse 
than this, (ill the oflbrts of our fToveni- 
ment in IniiMiu;^ fortillcatinns at 
Poitsmouth, on the Thauios, and else- 
whore, would be thrown away, ft)r 
this marine monster, with its iiiiporvi- 
ousskiu, woiiM Biiuply ]).'is;i Hcath- 
lesH throii^'h the licft\ if st .stm'iii of mis- 
Biles our IjattcricH ini^^rlij j'no, while 
she could prey njinn nur.shippiag with 
impunity. The [IjirLy-eiglit ton gun, 
an admirable weapon, nearly a foot 
longer than tlio Woolwich Infant, 
would be as uy^.-lcsi Id such a Htrugglr! 
as the BiitT-fnuf pouuder. Our vx- 
periments at W'ljulwicli and Shoubury- 
noss wore cjuiii; uuffKuent to show this, 
and it wa.s clear that a gun must bo 
devised which should be able to con- 
quer the armour of Peter the Great. 
Now, the production of great guns is 
by no means the easy task that is pop- 
ularly imagined. True, that some 
groat tionstructors of ordiiancn linvo 
from time to time stated their willin.L,'- 
uoss to make weapons which should 
be able to throw a ton of metal twolvo 
and even twenty iniloa. But, beyond 
ft series of calculations on i),ii)ei - ox- 
collont in their way, but utterly iiu- 

Eraotieable — no guns of that jiower 
•ve ever been turned out. Takiug 
all thing! into account, the f -uii Fac- 
tory at Woolwich, under the able su- 
porintondonce of Col. Campbell, is f.ar 
ahoivd of all other ''atolior.s," and Home 
time since actually lent to one of 
the largest gunmakers a heavy 
weapon, in. order that he might Ijo aid 
to exhibit his new gun-carriu;;('n at 
tH6*Vienna Exhibition. If, therefor. i, 
any more powerful pioco of arlillorv 
than those already m idd wei-e m lio 
produced, it could only bo at \\ ool- 
wiob. Arsenal. 

It' may not be generally known tha ( 
the princlplo upon which all our ;;uii'.i 
are now made is that disco veied by 
Colonel Eraser. 15ri(>ny, it fonsi.sls of 
ft series of coiln, wehloil together in 
Buch a way that the grain of the iron 
is best opposed to the explosive force 
of tho pow4er, «nd enciroling » steal 



tube, the interior of which is rilled. 
A long bar of iron — say of eight inches 
square — -previously prepared, is slowly 
drawn from a furnace to the length of 
1500 feet, and wound into a double coil 
in the form of a cylinder. This is 
again heated, and placed beneath a 
ateam-bamrner, where it is welded to- 
gether by tromondous blows which so 
efToctually do their work that a cylin- 
der ca])ablo of Ijcaring the greatout 
possible strftin is forinoil at a compara- 
tively triiling expense. Several of 
these coils being made, they are placed 
in order upon a long stoel tube 
which has boon made at Sheffield and 
the weapon is linally turned out at an 
average cost of about ,£GU a ton as 
against nearly £150 at Krupp's factory 
in Essen. Upon this prinoiifl'e then, 
it was rosolvetl to construct an eighiy- 
ton gun, which should bo able to 
pierce twenty inchor of iron at a dis- 
tance of a thousand yai'ils, with a shot 
1,()00 lb. in weight, and by the aid of 
300 1b. of powder. The length of 
this magnificent piece of artillery was 
fixed at twenty-seven feet, its diameter 
at the trunnion six feet, and at the 
muzzle sixteen inches, inside measure- 
mont. 

It was calculated such a gun v/ould 
be able to deliver its misohief-working 
missile at a distance of nearly ten 

miles, and that it would, at thtf same 
time, be easily placed in the turret of 
ft war ship or the embrasure of a bat- 
tery, and worked quickly and without 
ditUculty. Of course there weremany 
difficulties in the way of the oonslruction 
of such a weapon. No steam hammer 
such as that which Krupp possesses at 
Essen was to bo found in England; no 
forges were built large enough for 
such a tremendous "heat;" no cranes 
were in position to hoist such a weight. 
But all those difficulties were speedily 
overcome b^- the skilful oflicials at 
Woolwich. The forges were built, a 
huge steam baminor of iO tons weight, 
with double action arrangement ami a 
sthkinig power of nearly a thousand 
tons, made, and very soon all was in 
readiness to begin the construction of 
the groat gun. Curiously enmigh, his 
Majesty the Emperor of Russia was 
the first to see one of its oils welded, 
and since that time the work has been 
gradually going on, till now the steel 
tube, the brooch piece, one coil, and 
tho trunnion are iinished; so that it is 
certain that by .June next tho giui 
will be ready for trial. It will then 
consist of the following parts: — A 
tough steel tube inside, weighing 
nearly 1(J tons, and measuring about 
24 feet in length; a broech-pioce cuil, 
12 feet in length, one central coil, 
nearer the mn/.zlo, and th« trunnion 
coil. The cascabol through which the 
fire from the friction tube is commu- 
nicated to tho cartridge inside tho gun 
is of atocl, and immen;iely strong. 

Such is tho w6a[)on upon which 
hopes of a victory over twenty -inch ar- 
mour-plates are built. If it should 
succeed three more will be made im- 
mediately, and the four pieces placed 
on board tho Inflexible, which will 
then be tho most powerfully armed 
voii.iel in llio world. Possibly, at the 
sAino time, some addition may be 
made to her armour, so that she may 
be as invaluable as she is terrible. 
Moiuiwhilo, it is satisfactory to note 
that tlio mauufaetiiro (jf ;!8-t(jn guns is 
being pushod forward with groat ala- 
crity in tho Factory, and that very 
soon a largo number of theso weapons 
wiU bo rtjuily for use. They are bet- 
ter in ofery re5;j)oct than the Wool- 
wich Infants, of which only about a 
dozen were made, and are much more 
elTuctivo than any i)ioco» yet construct- 
ed on tho ( \)iitinent. Now that tho 
liattern has been decided upon and 
the lathes and turning machines adapt- 
oiltolho roquiromonts of immense 
weights of wrought iron, those big 
cannon can bo luauufactured with the 
greatest ease; and aa one stands by 
and watches tha rapidity with which 
breech pieeo.i, trunnions, and ccjjls are 
liftoil liiiiior and tliitiior, now hoisted 
into iH)sitioii on a lathe, now lowered 
int(; a tank to bo shrunk, tho fear of 
artillory boing out-strippcil by armour 
dio.i away. The revolution eiToctod 
by the adoption of tho Fraser princi- 
])le of construction is so immense that 
it is impoHsiblo to nay how largo a 
gun may ovontually bo made, or what 
wei;fht of shot may in tlio end bo 
thrown. On tho otlior liau'l, it iu nl- 
iu:>.d certain that a limit to the power 
of vessels to carry armour will tven- 
tiially assort itself, and that while larg- 
er and yot more powerful artillery is 
being prodncod, iin2)rovoinont in tho 
resistance of tin rots and bro.adsides 
<';uin')t 1)0 iimdo to k(^np ])aco with 
thono giant strides in tho art of de- 
struction. For tho protection of forts 
there will, of course, bo the backing of 
gran i to ami earthworks, which will 
iCMsl (he iiiipael of tlio cliot or shell, 
and .sliouhl thn present (fxporinients in 
tho nianufactiiro of stotd in O orinany 
bo can-iod out and auccouil, guns may 
have yet more work to do than artiller- 
i .i i or onginoorsat preaont anticipate, 
l-'or the nioiiinnt . liow<!vor, there is no 
reason to believe that any metal can 
bo contrived wllicl} will ro^ist tho tro- 
mondoufl blows that tho guns of the 
futm'O will be able to inflipt upon it.

"Jedburgh Justioe." 

%Tho reader will haVe noticed thatj 
in tho case of Iho Quooii against Jolin 
Gajlaghor, tried for larceny, on Thurs- 
day, the jury acconipainiod their Viejr- 
dicfc of "guilty" with a atrong recom- 
luondatioii to mercy ou account of tho 
length ol time tho prisoner has been 
kept in jaol awaiting trial. A few 
days ago wo referred to the hard- 
ship and injustice of keeping untried 
men locked up for six or seven months 
under such circumstancea of discom- 
fort and demoralization as are present- 
ad in Victoria gaol, and pointed out 
clearly that tho Government alone 
were responsible for this state of 
thing. Tho paid organ made a reply 
■which could hardly have been intend- 
ed for anything but ridicule. It in- 
timated that had the Assizes como off 
earlier thoy must have been held in 
the Legislative Assembly-room; and 
to let the 7ulgar people in there would 
hare boon to degtroy the nice furni- 
ture and fine e arpeta, — which we take 
to have been a bit of contemptible 
snobbishness, insulting to the people 
■whose property the LegislatiTe rooms 
really are. The Government and 
their organ have no consideration for 
the comfort of the Court and those 
having to do business with it. It was 
of no consequence thftt thej must oc- 
cupy unfinished, damp and untenant- 
able rooms, — in such a condition, in 
fact, that an adjournment of several 
days had to take place, thus involving 
loss of time and money to jurors, wit- 
nessiBB, suitors and others having busi- 
ness at the Assize. All that and the 
■till mora serious consequences which 
may arise out of occupying these 
damp rooms were entitled to no con- 
sideration. But the fine carpets and 
nice furniture of tho ABsombly-rooms 
. must not be defiled by|tho'common peo- 
ple. The people, indeed! Are not 
they the real masters? But, to re- 
turn to the mora immediate object of 
the present remarks, it is gratifying 
to observe that tho twelve gentlemen 
of tho jury — even more observant, it 
would almost seem than the Grand 
Jury, who might well have called at. 
tention to tho matter— did not over- 
look the point of lengthy imijnson- 
ment before trial, and considered it 
BufEciently important to constitute the 
ground for a strong recommendation 
to mercy; and doubtless, in passing 
sentence, the Judge will take into con- 
sideration the time the prisoner has 
already been confined. Are wo told 
that, such being tho case, tho number 
of months tho prisoner was confined 
previous to trial being deducted from 
the term of his sentence, no injustice 
will, in reality, have been done? It's 
only Pat, lengthening his blanket by 
taking from the bottom to put to tho 
top. It's Jedburgh Justice, hanging 
ft man first, and trying him afterward! 
But, suppose the verdict of the jury 
bad been "Not guilty, my Lord." 
Suppose John Gallagher had been ac- 
quitted, ns many a better man has 
been, and told that he left tho Court 
without a stain upon his character, iiow 
would matters have stood then? SVho 
would compensate him for tho sir 
weary montba passed in Yictoria g»ol? 
Who could remove from his memory 
tho seared, demoralizing foot-priuts of 
that six months? In that ease tho injury 
would bo simply irreparable. Nor can 
it reasonably be contended that such 
hypothetical cases are not likely to oc- 
cur in British Columbia. Looking 
at the fantastic tricks of sumo of our 
newly made J. Vh, and even of some 
of Stipendiary IVIagistratea, no one is 
justified in claiming for this Province 
exceptional immunity from unjustifia- 
ble arrest and committment. Indeed 
wo must bo pcruiittod to express tho 
belief that the roverso may bo the fact. 
This being tlie c;iso, tho British prin- 
ciple of proHuniing iunoconco until 
guilt is proven may, with peculiar fit- 
nesSjbe recognised in the treatn^ent of 
persons held for trial in British Colum- 
bia. We need not fatigue tho reader 
by coiid acting him over all tho other 
grounds which go to make up the ag- 
gregflto importance o£ this subject, see- 
ing thoy havo boon so recently pre- 
sented in our columns; but wo must 
as:ain hold up to acvero and woU-desrv- 
cd conrturo tho Provincial (iovorninoiit 
for having permitted nearly eight 
months to olapao without a gaol de- 
livery taking place in Victoria, and 
that, too, in the face of three Judges 
^guratively) rusting for something to

As you suggested in Thursday's pa- 
per, tho Chamber of Commerce should 
consider this question. 

Rospeotiug tho Naval folks wanting 
the mail bout to ciii-ry a ton of gun- 
powder, tho Canadian oflicors are 
justifif'd in refusing permission, but it 
tho ])o\vdor was wanted to help Sir. 
Walkem back, by all moans send it, 
and put a good charge behind him.

Bebertson k Co., of the New Sawmill, 
have been engaged for the last month in 
constructing a new dam across the Mill 
Stream, a few hundred yards above the 
sawmill. This structure was carried away 
yesterday morning by a freshet caused by 
tha melting snow and ponring rain of the 
night previous. All the logs, timbers, 
etc., were swept into the harbor.

The Victoria newspa- 
pers Hay that the buildingand theproper- 
ty attached wore purchased by subscrip- 
tions in the city— tbe result of thi^ popu- 
larity of Mr. Cridge— aud tho congrega- 
tion thomsolves subscribsd three-fourths 
of the amount. It must have boon a groat 
sacrifice for them to leave behind them 
ao much which to all intents and pur- 
poses was their own, and we hate ao 
doubt the fact must haT« had a deadening 
elToot upon tha popularity of tho movo- 
mout; but it must be admitted thBt,in tho 
face of that retarding influence, tha num- 
ber who aro reported to have aecoded 
is proof of a profound and deeply-rooted 
feeling, which is likely to be contagious 
rather than otherwise. Indeed, if tho 
telegram which was published on the 
subject the other day beAuything like a.
